Water  Supplies. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  Order,  was  made  and  came  into 
operation  on  26th,  September,  Under  the  Order,  the  constituent  districts 
are,  the  Borough  of  Bridport,  the  Rural  District  of  Beaminster,  the 
Rural  District  of  Bridport,  with  representations  on  the  Boa.rd  of  four 
members,  three  members,  three  members  respectively,  and  the  Dorset 
County  Council  with  seven  members,  as  the  latter  Authority  has  undertaken 
to  make  annual  const ribut ions  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Board. 

On  the  appointed  day,  all  the  constituent  councils  * Water 
Undertakings  were  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Board.  In  addition 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  Undertaking  was  also  transferred 
to  and  vested  in  the  3oard.  (this  Company;  in  addition  to  supplying 
the  Borough  of  Bridport . also  supplies  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 
the  parishes _ of  Bothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Brads took,  Litton  Cheney, 
and  parts  of  Allington  and  Symondsbury,  although  their  statutory  area 
also  includes  the  parishes  of  Loders  and  Swyre). 

Under  the  Order  the  prescribed  rate  poundage  for  a supply  of 
water  for  domestic  purposes  will  be  /{/£>&,  in  ike  pound,  and  3/6d. 
per  1,000  gallons  by  meter. 

Until  1969; the  rate  poundage  charged  for  a supply  of  water 
for  domestic  purposes  in  the  Borough  of  Bridport^  will  be  l/6d.  in 
the  pound  less  than  the  rate  poundage  charged  in  the  remainder  of  the 
limits  of  supply,  except  for  those  parts  of  the  Bridport  Rural  District 
supplied  by  the  Company  immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  and  for 
these  parts  until  1964  the  rate  poundage  will  be  6d,  less  in  the  pound.

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  four  full-time  sweepers  with 
street . orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 miles  were  swept  daily,  one 
mile  three  times  weekly,  two  miles  twice  weekly,  and  three  miles  once 
weekly.

Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes 
near  which  are  concrete  tanks  for  the  reception  of  foul  water  and

and  hoo  and  cold  showers.  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered 
metal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp. field,  is  made  during 
August  ana  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.

X By  the  end  of  the  year  these  were  made  fit  and  the  Undertaking 
cancelled. 

There  are  quite  a.  number  of  unfit  houses  still  remaining  in  the 
Borough,  and  efforts  should  be  made  to  make  these  properties  fit  otherwise 
the  only  alternative  is  either  demolition  or  closure.  The  Public  Health 
Inspector  reports,  housing  work  has  continued  to  take  up  a large 
proportion  of  his  time  and,  in  the  absence  of  any  redevelopment  or  new 
building  for  slum  clearance  purposes,  the  effort  has  been  directed 
towards  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of  existing  sub-standard  properties. 


The  Council  have  quite  a sizable  re-housing  programme  to  plan 
and  execute  in  order  to  rehouse  those  at  present  living  in  houses 
which  have  already  had  Orders  on  them,  and  in  addition  to  cater  for 
general  housing  needs,  as  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately 
150  on  the  waiting  list  for  oouncil  houses. 

A Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  August  on  the  application  made  by 
the  3orough  Council  for  confirmation  of  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
for  a site  in  North  Street,  for  the  construction  of  24  aged  persons' 
dwellings.  The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  opposed  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  Authorities  who  wanted  part  of  the  site  for  ohurch 
enlargement  and  the  building  of  a church  hall.  The  result  of  the 
enquiry  was  that  the  Minister  decided  not  to  confirm  the  Order.

The  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  very  low 
indeed. 

Of  the  11  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified,  four  were  complications 
of  Influenza,  and  eight  occuned  in  persons  over  the  age  of  60  years. 

Regarding  Tuberculosis,  five  of  the  cases  occurred  in  one 
family,  in  a man  and  four  of  his  grandchildren  aged  6,  5»  4»  and  3 years. 

The  man  aged  54  years  died  within  three  weeks  of  being  notified.  The 
children  were  admitted  to  a Sanitorium.  although  the  mother  and  the 
young  children  had  a Council  House,  most  of  their  time  was  spent  in 
the  house,  of  the  grandparents  as  the  father  of  the  children  spent  much 
of  his  time  away  from  his  family  while  on  his  work  as  a commercial 
traveller. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified,  during  the  year. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Head  Teachers  and 
School  Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  schools.
